Accessories  “Off  the  Shelf” 

Talking  last  week  of  accessories  which  lie  “on  the  shelf” 
in  so  many  garages  because  little  or  no  attempt  Is  made 
to  SELL  them,  we  spoke  of  some  of  the  bigger  garages 
which  now  have  well-appointed  shops  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  sale  of  motoring  accessories.  Though  much  can  be  done, 
as  we  then  explained,  by  an  active  sales  policy  based  on  only 
a  modest  forecourt  display,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  way 
to  keep  the  business  within  the  motor  trade  rests  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  more  of  these  specialised  shops. 

Naturally,  it  is  desirable  that  such  a  shop  should  be  attached 
to  the  garage  concerned.  But  it  is  not  essential.  Those  motor 
agents  who  have  lacked  the  room  for  expansion  and  who  have 
bought  or  rented  shops  away  from  their  main  premises  have 
found  that  they  have  gradually  done  their  intended  job  of 
making  local  motorists  think  automatically  of  the  firm  when 
they  need  a  new  fitment.  Just  as  important,  they  have  created 
demand  by  stimulating  the  desire  for  possession  among 
passers-by. 

If  confirmation  of  these  possibilities  is  needed,  it  is  easily 
gained  by  taking  a  look  at  the  motoring  departments  of  the 
big  stores,  or  at  a  Halford  branch.  And  before  deciding  on 
the  type  of  place  to  establish  it  is,  of  course,  a  good  idea  to 
study  existing  shops  run  by  the  motor  trade.  To  assist  in  this 
connection  we  have  described  two  such  shops  in  the  following 
pages.  They  are  dissimilar  in  style,  but  both  successful. 

One  of  them  is  a  “salon-type”  establishment  such  as  is 
usually  found  in  a  town’s  “west  end.”  It  is  a  status-elevating 
kind  of  shop  calculated  to  do  well  in  the  right  district.  The 
other  is  laid  out  on  “Woolworth”  lines,  a. system  which,  as  we 
have  often  pointed  out,  lends  itself  admirably  to  the  displaying 
of  accessories.  Using  this  layout,  a  surprising  amount  of  stock 
can  be  displayed  in  as  little  as  400  sq.  ft. 

And  if  customers  are  invited  to  come  in 
and  look  around,  much  of  the  stock  should 
“sell  itself.”

with  some  of  the  most  “exclusive” 
shops  in  the  town.  It  is  quite  distinct 
from  the  main  garage  premises  of  the 
firm  and  has,  in  fact,  been  converted 
from  a  tea-shop. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  top  illustra¬ 
tion,  the  shop  interior  has  more  curves 
than  corners,  for  the  architect  has 
tried  to  make  the  most  of  the  limited 
area  and  to  give  the  shop  a  “flowing” 
effect  designed  to  induce  the  customer 
to  go  on  walking  and  looking  around. 

The  sales  counters  are  kidney¬ 
shaped,  and  each  is  equipped  With 
parcel-wrapping  facilities.  On  the  left 
of  the  entrance  there  is  a  showcase

which  is  panelled  in  glass  on  both  sides 
so  that  the  contents  can  be  seen  from 
the  passage  that  runs  beside  the  shop 
leading  to  the  spare  parts  department. 

Dominant  colours  inside  the  shop 
are  dark  and  light  green,  which  are 
used  throughout  the  garage  as  “house 
colours.”  The  flooring  creates  a  plea¬ 
sant  contrast,  however,  for  it  is  in  red 
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and  fawn  squares.  This  is  a  special 
feature  of  the  shop,  because  in  the 
beginning  it  seemed  that  flooring 
would  be  a  very  expensive  item,  the 
floor  of  the  original  shop  consisting  of 
worn  and  knotty  boards,  which  would 
have  had  to  be  taken  up  and  replaced 
with  concrete  if  the  original  plan  of  a 
rubber  floor  had  been  used. 

With  the  flooring  composition  used, 
known  as  Magnesite,  Bakelite  strips 
were  nailed  to  the  old  boards  and 
levelled  off  and  then  the  squares  were 
Tilled  with  the  composition  in  a  semi- 
molten  state  and  trowelled  off  smooth. 

All  goods  on  show  are  priced  with 
built-up  plastic  tags  made  by  Plastic 
Fasteners.  Ltd.,  and  there  are  several 
manufacturers’  display  exhibits. 

Sales  rising  steadily 

The  whole  project  was  carefully 
planned  from  the  outset.  Design  of  the 
shop  was  carried  out  by  a  local  archi¬ 
tect  and  the  shopfltting  was  done  by 
E.  Pollard  and  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  shop  was  opened  on  May  1  last, 
and  although  it  is  too  early  yet  to 
judge  the  full  possibilities  of  the  ven¬ 
ture.  Managing  Director  D.  Denne 
says  that  sales  are  going  up  steadily, 
and  he  has  ample  proof  that  the  shop 
has  made  a  stir  among  the  motoring 
community  of  the  town. 

The  idea  of  the  “Woolworth-like” 
layout  pictured  on  the  right  of  the 
previous  page  has  been  adopted  most 


effectively  by  Bristol  Street  Motors. 
Ltd.  Sales-minded  brothers  Albert 
and  Harry  Cressman,  the  directors, 
with  their  background  of  selling  in  the 
United  States,  are  all  for  the  shop  idea 
when  it  comes  to  accessories  and  tyres, 
and  have  chosen  the  bazaar  principle 
for  their  business. 

All  prices  marked 

Area  of  the  shop  is  900  sq.  ft.,  backed 
up  by  storage  and  tyre-repair  space 
of  1,000  sq.  ft.  As  the  pictures  show, 
the  accessories  are  displayed  round 
the  sides  and  in  the  centre,  while  the 
tyre  range  —  covering  ali  popular 
makes — is  on  view  from  racks  at  the 
back.  The  Ford  range  of  accessories 
is  kept  more  or  less  separate,  and 
includes  instruction  books  for  current 
models.  The  display  counters  are 
made  of  wood. 

Bristol  Street  Motors  make  a  very 
definite  point  of  marking  up  the  price 
of  every  item.  Value  of  the  stock  car¬ 
ried  is  about  £10,000,  accessories 
accounting  for  £6,000  and  tyres  for 
the  remainder. 

The  department  has  also  been  given 
a  shop-window  front,  in  which  a 
representative  range  of  accessories 
and  tyres  is  displayed. 

If  any  “G.  and  M.A.”  readers  would 
like  to  inspect  either  of  these  shops  at 
closer  range,  we  know  that  the  firms 
concerned  will  gladly  show  them 
round. 


Removing  Sulphur  from  Oil 


First  of  its  kind 

HELL-MEX  and  B.P.  are  building  at 
their  Stanlow  oil  refinery  a  new  plant 
for  the  removal  of  sulphur  from  petro¬ 
leum  products,  which  the  company  claim 
to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  built  in 
the  world. 

This  “hydrodesiilphiirisatlon"  plant,  it  Is 
said,  enables  the  sulphur  content  of  oils 
to  be  materially  reduced  by  a  new  and  rela¬ 
tively  simple  proi'ess  which  Shell  have 
developed.

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Rights  and  Wrongs  of 


Basic  principles 

T  has  been  said  that  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  law  two  conflicting 
principles  have  striven  for  mastery. 
The  first  principle  is  concerned  with 
the  protection  of  property  and  is  ex¬ 
pressed  in  law  by  the  Latin  maxim 
“nemo  dat  quod  non  habet” — in  other 
words,  “no  one  can  give  a  better  title 
than  he  himself  possesses.” 

The  second  principle  has  as  its  pur¬ 
pose  the  protection  of  legitimate 
commercial  transaction  and  may  be 
stated  as  follows:  “A  person  who 
buys  in  good  faith  and  for  value  with¬ 
out  notice  of  any  defect  in  the  seller’s 
title  should  thereby  acquire  a  good 
title.”  The  first  principle  has  always 
been  accepted  as  the  more  important 
or  overriding  rule,  but  the  second  one 
has  made  considerable  inroads  upon 
it  both  from  the  ancient  common  law 
exception  of  “market  overt”  and  also 
from  more  modern  statutory  excep¬ 
tions. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act.  1893. 
there  are  several  recognised  exceptions 
to  the  principle  of  “nemo  dat  quod 
non  habet” — which  itself  is  expressly 
preserved  by  the  Act.  It  is  a  consider¬ 
able  advantage  to  anyone  who  deals 
in  merchandise  of  any  kind  to  have  a 
sound  knowledge  of  the  rights  and

wrongs  of  questions  of  title  to  goods, 
and  nowhere  is  this  more  evident  than 
in  the  buying  and  selling  of  second¬ 
hand  cars  and  accessories. 

Clearly,  the  matter  is  not  of  such 
vital  importance  in  the  case  of  brand- 
new  articles,  but  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  there  must  be  hundreds  of 
people  who  have  at  one  time  or  an¬ 
other  burnt  their  fingers  when  buying 
secondhand  cars  with,  perhaps,  a  too 
careless  assumption  that  the  seller  had 
in  fact  a  right  to  sell.  It  may,  there¬ 
fore,  be  of  assistance  to  set  out  the  full 


Nowhere  are  the  legal  issue 
selling  of  use* 


list  of  these  exceptions  to  the  general 
rule. 

(1)  A  good  title  will  be  acquired 
where  “the  owner  of  the  goods  is 
by  his  conduct  precluded  from  deny¬ 
ing  the  seller’s  authority  to  sell.” 
Before  this  applies  there  must  have 
been  a  neglect  by  the  true  owner  of 
some  duty  owing  to  the  person  led 
into  that  belief  or  to  the  general  pub¬ 
lic.  This  is  a  rare  exception  involving 
somewhat  abstruse  legal  principles 
whose  full  extent  is  perhaps  not  yet 
clearly  defined  and  cannot  be  dealt 
with  here. 

(2)  A  good  title  will  be  acquired 
when  the  sale  is  one  to  which  the  Fac¬ 
tors  Act  applies.  This  Act  provides 
in  two  clearly  limited  cases  protection 
to  anyone  who  buys  in  good  faith  from 
someone  who  is  not  the  owner  and  who 
is  not  authorised  by  the  latter  to  sell. 

Two  cases 

The  first  case  is  where  “a  mercantile 
agent”  (this  term  will  cover  the  aver¬ 
age  garagist),  who  with  the  owner’s 
consent  is  in  possession  of  goods  or  of 
the  documents  of  title  to  them,  sells  or 
disposes  of  them  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  his  business,  but  has,  in  fact,  no 
authority  from  the  owner  to  do  so. 

The  second  case  covered  by  the  Act 
arises  under  a  contract  of  sale  where 
the  property  in  goods  sold  is  vested 
in  one  party  but  the  actual  possession 
of  the  goods  is  in  the  other  party,  e.g„ 
where  the  sale  has  been  effected  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  documents  of  title  have 
not  yet  been  handed  over  to  the  buyer, 
or  where  the  seller  retains  the  title  to 
the  goods  but  has  already  parted  with 
the  goods  to  the  buyer.  Where  the 
party  retaining  possession  sells  or 
otherwise  disposes  of  either  the  goods 
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ars  and  accessories 


authority  is  either  actual  notice  or  an 
awareness  of  circumstances  which 
must  lead  a  reasonable  man  to  assume 
such  a  lack  of  authority. 

Four  further  exceptions 

(3)  A  good  title  will  be  acquired 
where  the  goods  are  sold  under  a 
power  of  sale  or  an  order  of  the  court. 
This  needs  little  explanation.  Such 
powers  of  sale  can  be  exercised  by  un¬ 
paid  sellers  of  goods,  innkeepers  under 
the  Innkeepers  Act,  1878,  pawnbrokers 
under  the  Pawnbroker’s  Act,  1872, 
landlords  distraining  for  rent,  trustees 
in  bankruptcy  and  liquidators  of  com¬ 
panies,  to  name  but  a  few. 

(4)  A  good  title  will  be  acquired  when 
the  sale  takes  place  in  “market  overt.” 
This  means  every  open,  public  and 
legally  constituted  market,  whether 
held  by  prescription,  under  a  charter  or 
under  a  statute.  Only  a  year  or  two  ago 
a  perfectly  good  title  was  held  to  have 
been  acquired  by  the  buyer  of  a  car 
in  Maidstone  market  which  was  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  hire-purchase  agreement, 
although  the  sale  was  by  private 
treaty  and  not  by  auction. 

(5)  A  good  title  will  also  be  acquired 
when  the  seller’s  title  is  a  voidable 
one,  l.e.,  imperfect,  but  at  the  time  of 
the  sale  has  not  been  avoided.  Thus, 
where  A  sells  to  B  upon  fraudulent 
misrepresentations  made  by  B,  the 
whole  transaction  could  be  set  aside 


or  documents  when  he  had  no  such 
right  under  the  contract  of  sale,  the 
person  acquiring  them  for  value  in 
good  faith  and  without  notice  of  the 
previous  sale  is  protected  against  the 
true  owner. 


Meaning  of  “good  faith" 

For  these  exceptions  under  the  Fac¬ 
tors  Act  to  apply  it  is  essential  that  the 
agent  concerned  should  have  obtained 
possession  in  his  business  capacity  and 
that  he  should  have  acted  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business  when  dis¬ 
posing  of  the  goods.  Thus  it  has  been 
held  that  a  car  dealer  who  disposes  of 
a  car  without  its  registration  book  is 
not  fulfilling  this  latter  requirement— 
the  car  and  the  book  together  are  “the 
goods.”  The  transaction  must  be  by 
the  agent  himself  or  his  clerks  or  ser¬ 
vants,  and  not,  e.g.,  by  a  friend. 

As  to  the  part  in  the  transaction 
played  by  the  buyer,  the  “good  faith” 
required  means  in  common  sense  little 
more  than  honesty.  If  the  circum¬ 
stances  surrounding  a  sale  are  so 
suspicious  as  to  call  for  inquiry  by  the 
buyer  and  he  makes  none  then  he 
cannot  be  said  to  act  in  good  faith. 
“Notice”  of  lack  of  an  agent’s

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by  A,  but  if  before  he  does  so  B  has 
resold  to  C,  who  buys  in  good  faith 
without  notice  of  B’s  defect  in  title,  C 
will  acquire  a  good  title. 

It  is  important  to  realise,  however, 
that  if  the  goods  were  obtained  by  B 
from  A  without  the  latter’s  consent, 
e.g.,  by  theft  or  a  trick  such  as  imper¬ 
sonation,  so  that  A  does  not  realise  he 
is  dealing  with  B,  as  opposed  to  their 
being  obtained  with  A’s  consent 
induced  by  misrepresentation  as 
instanced  above,  then  B  has  no  title  at 
all — not  even  a  voidable  title.  In  such 
case  C  cannot  acquire  any  title  either. 

(6)  Lastly,  a  good  title  will  be 
acquired  by  a  bona  fide  purchaser 
when  goods  have  been  seized  and  sold 
by  a  sheriff  under  a  writ  of  execution. 
This  also  is  self-explanatory  and  calls 
for  no  comment. 

From  the  enormous  growth  of  the 
hire-purchase  system  in  recent  years 
and  from  the  fact  that  in  every  walk 
of  life  there  are  unfortunately  persons 
who  are  only  too  willing  to  pass  on  to 
others  for  valuable  consideration 
something  to  which  they  have  no  title. 


it  frequently  happens  that  two  per¬ 
fectly  innocent  parties  are  left 
struggling  for  possession  of  the  field 
while  the  real  culprit  is,  of  course,  not 
worth  powder  and  shot. 

Then  the  law  has  to  decide  which  of 
the  two  great  principles  referred  to  at 
the  start  of  this  article  shall  be  invoked 
as  between  the  true  owner  and  the  un¬ 
lucky  subsequent  buyer  for  value.  Both 
cannot  win,  and  from  a  moral  stand¬ 
point  a  Solomon  would  be  needed  to 
judge  equitably,  so  a  clear  knowledge 
of  the  principles  involved  and  their 
likely  application  to  different  facts  are 
essentials  to  every  dealer,  who  may 
thus  avoid  a  pitfall  from  which  the 
law  itself  cannot  lift  him  out.

Power-locked  keys 

EPAIRERS  will  be  interested  in  a  new 
“cold”  method  of  repair  based  on  the 
“wiggle  nails"  system  used  to  secure 
stress-points  in  wood. 

This  basic  principle  has  been  developed 
and  adapted  for  practical  application  to 
castings,  forged  steel  and  non-ferrous 
metals,  the  “keys”  being  cold-worked,  one 
at  a  time,  into  slots  cut  transversely  across 
the  fracture  or  crack,  thus  restoring 
strength  and  flexibility  to  each  Job. 

The  precision  in  each  case  is  carefully  cal¬ 
culated  relative  to  the  number  of  keys 
driven  in,  which,  in  turn,  is  governed  by  the 
depth  the  slots  are  made  to  cut  into  the 
parent  metal.  The  strength  of  each  hlghly- 
ductlle  heat-resisting  key  is  known;  thus,  if 
the  strength  to  be  restored  to,  .say,  a  cylin¬ 
der  block  is  ten  times  that  of  one  key,  slots 
are  cut  to  a  depth  which  will  take  ten  keys 
exactly. 

The  first  key  is  pneumatic-hammered  to 
lock  .solidly  within  the  parent  metal;  the 
second  and  subsequent  keys  are  power- 
locked  both  into  the  parent  metal  and 
against  the  former  key. 

Such  is  the  fundamental  principle  of 
Metalock,  as  the  process  is  called.  The  basic 
technique  is  constant  for  all  jobs.  Cracks, 
fractures  or  breaks  are  first  clamped  in 


precise  alignment,  and  after  clamping,  a 
Jig  is  used  to  drill  lines  of  blind  holes  in 
the  parent  metal  transversely  to  the  frac¬ 
ture.  I  I 

The  resulting  pilot  holes  are  opened  out 
to  size,  their  depth  being  calculated  to 
restore  a  precise  degree  of  strength.  The 
channel  of  metal  between  the  holes  is  re¬ 
moved  by  a  gun  tool,  providing  a  series  of 
holes  connected  by  parallel  sections.  Into 
these  apertures  the  Metalock  keys  are,  one 
after  the  other,  driven  and  peened  into  the 
parent  metal  by  the  pneumatic  hammers. 

Finished  by  grinding 

The  Job  is  “finished”  with  a  grinder,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  repair  described  by  Managing 
Director  H.  A.  Paget  of  Metalock  (Britain), 
Ltd.,  Grand  Buildings,  Trafalgar  Square, 
London,  as  “looking  like  a  series  of  medical 
surtures.”

Extension  is  arrested  and 
strength  restored." 

Does  it  restore  the  full  strength?  Mr. 
Paget  replies:  — 

“Not  only  is  the  full  strength  originally 
attributed  to  the  piston  or  cylinders 
restored:  more  often  than  not  the  result  is 
a  casting  superior  to  that  originally  pro¬ 
duced  becau.se  the  Inherent  stress  has  re¬ 
lieved  ILself  by  cracking.  Unless  we  have 
to  restore  alignments,  we  do  not  ‘pull  it 
together’  —  we  lock  the  crack  with  other 
metal.”

Inspiring  example 

WHEN  at  the  Torquay  conference  of 
the  Motor  Agents’  Association  dele¬ 
gates  discussed  the  Apprentices 
Training  Scheme,  the  association’s  Trea¬ 
surer,  John  Taylor,  referred  to  the  fact  that 
his  own  division,  Edinburgh  and  South-East 
Scotland,  were  supplementing  the  N.J.I.C. 
scheme  with  one  for  the  interchange  of 
apprentices  between  one  Arm  and  another. 

As  it  is  felt  that  readers  of  “The  G.  and 
M.A.’’  will  be  Interested  in  knowing  a  little 
more  about  thts  scheme,  we  give  here  the 
general  outline. 

It  was  launched  under  the  chairmanship 
of  A.  McCann,  of  Molr  and  Baxter,  Ltd., 
Edinburgh,  Chairman  of  the  Division, 
following  a  decision  that,  boys  serving  an 
apprenticeship  with  the  distributor  of  one 
make  of  vehicle  should  he  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  having  experience  on  other  makes. 

The  idea  was  approved  at  the  outset  by 
Rosslelgh,  Ltd.,  S.M.T.  Sales  and  Service. 
Ltd.,  Molr  and  Baxter,  Ltd.,  and  Alexander 
of  Edinburgh.  Ltd.,  and  was  soon  supported 
by  other  firms  in  the  division. 

What  happens  is  that  latter-stage  appren¬ 


tices  exchange  places  for  a  month  at  a 
time,  moving  from  one  firm  to  another,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  period  of  apprenticeship 
receive  certificates  to  show  that  they  have 
received  short  training  on  other  vehicles. 

The  scheme  is  regarded  as  an  example 
of  what  can  be  achieved  when  firms  in 
competition  with  each  other  co-operate  for 
the  good  of  the  trade  in  general,  and  for 
the  future  skill  of  its  mechanics.

We  should 
know  more  before  the  Motor  Show, 
but  I  can  tell  you  now  that  one  of 
the  firms  concerned  is  the  Stanley 
Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Egham,  Sur¬ 
rey,  whose  name  is  already  familiar  in 
the  trade.  Established  over  40  years, 
they  make  invalid  tricycles,  and  their 
motor  driven  models  have  often  been 
mentioned  in  our  pages.  I  have  no 
details  of  the  latest  vehicle,  but  gather 
it  will  be  a  three-wheeler  intended  for 
general  use.  Of  particular  interest, 
though,  is  the  fact  that  all-plastic 


specially  designed  by  Rhlando  Indus¬ 
tries,  who  are  undertaking  the  fabri¬ 
cation,  which  is  in  their  Rhiteglass 
material  throughout.  Knowing  some¬ 
thing  of  Alvin  Rhiando’s  abilities,  I 
should  expect  it  to  prove  a  very 
attractive  job.  Rumours  circulate,  too, 
about  motor  scooter  projects.  There 
one  fears  that  British  manufacturers 
have  let  the  foreigners  get  ahead  of 
them.  Douglas  of  Bristol  must  be  doing 
very  nicely  with  the  Vespa,  to  judge 
from  the  number  one  sees  on  the 
roads,  but  the  design,  of  course, 
emanates  from  Italy.  We  have  engin¬ 
eers  who  could  evolve  scooters  that 
would  measure  up  to  the  admittedly 
very  high  standards  they  have  reached 
on  the  Continent,  and  I  would  like  to 
see  the  motor  industry  giving  them 
the  chance  to  show  what  they  can  do. 
Big  business  is  going  to  be  done  in 
this  corner  of  the  market. 

The  new  arrivals 

'UST  how  the  British  public  will 
take  to  German-made  cars  will  be 
very  interesting  to  see.  At  any 
rate  in  the  case  of  the  Volkswagen; 
the  high  quality  expensive  job  may 
be  expected  to  appeal  to  some  of  the 
connoisseurs,  but  the  market  can  only 
be  very  limited.  The  Hitlerian  creation 
is  a  very  different  proposition,  how¬ 
ever,  and  over  that  almost  anything 
could  happen.  Its  main  effect  upon 
our  market  might  be  to  put  some  new 
ideas  into  the  heads  of  our  own  manu¬ 
facturers,  and  that  could  be  to 
Britain’s  advantage.

Modern  Service 

Sir, — Tlie  observations  by  “Jhansi”  on 
seftvlce.  a  few  weeks  ago,  prompt  me  to  re¬ 
count  two  experiences  I  had  recently. 

On  a  long  journey  my  faithful  old —  (I 
won’t  mention  the  name)  was  seized  with 
hiccoughs.  After  hicclng  for  about  a 
hundred  yards  it  finally  coughed  to  a  stop. 
I  waited  several  minutes,  pulled  the  knob 
and  the  engine  started  again.  The  same 
motions  were  repeated  .several  times  and 
in  this  elegant  manner  I  finally  staggered 
into  a  certain  town. 

I  had  mentally  diagnosed  the  trouble  as 
obstruction  in  the  fuel  supply,  either  grit 
or  water  (it  had  rained  heavily  during  the 
whole  of  the  journey),  and  had  decided  to 
call  at  a  garage  when  the  engine  suddenly 
picked  up  its  normal  smooth  running,  so  I 
decided  to  continue. 

Two  miles  farther  on  the  trouble  .started 
again  and  as  I  was  just  outside  a  small 
garage-cum-repair  shop  I  decided  to  stop 
for  an  investigation.  After  describing  the 
symptoms  to  the  proprietor  he  took  the  car¬ 
buretter  off,  cleaned  it,  blew  through  the 
jets  and  replaced  it. 

Then  to  my  surprise  he  took  off  the  dl.s- 
trlbutor  head,  removed  the  rotor  arm  and 
after  examining  it  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  trouble  was  due  to  bad  contacts. 
They  certainly  were  in  a  sorry  state;  but  I 
couldn’t  imagine  Ignition  being  the  culprit 
as  I  have  experienced  petrol  stoppages 
before  and  recognised  the  symptoms.  How¬ 
ever,  it  was  still  raining,  it  was  late  after¬ 
noon  and  I  was  120  miles  from  home  so  I 
didn’t  argue.  He  fitted  a  new  rotor  and 
charged  me  10s.  6d. 

After  going  several  miles  with  my  fingers 
crossed  I  was  just  beginning  to  breathe  nor¬ 
mally  again  when  another  spasm  started 
and  I  eventually  conked  out. 

Eventually  I  got  going  and  managed  to 
stagger  to  the  local  distributor  for  my  car.

AN  hon.  Member  of  the  only  sensible  par- 
■^liament  there  is — to  wit,  the  Motor  Trade 
Parliament — this  week  proposes  a  resolution 
that  should  be  passed  nem.  con.  by  the  gar¬ 
age  trade.  He  advocates  that  all  old  tyre 
covers  should  be  mutilated  before  being 
sold  as  scrap.  This  is  a  precautionary 
measure  which  garaglsts  here  and  there 
have  been  taking  already,  but  it  should  be 
made  a  universal  rule.  Discarded  covers 
which  are  capable  of  being  remoulded  are 
resold  by  the  scrap  buyers  for  that  purpose, 
and  then  come  on  the  market  to  compete 
with  legitimate  retailing. 


Almost  before  I  had  stopped  one  came 
bustling  up,  heard  what  I  had  to  .say, 
whisked  me  Inside — and  left  me.  After  wait¬ 
ing  .some  time  another  came  along  to  whom 
I  repeated  my  .sad  story,  adding  that  I  hoped 
they  could  fix  me  up  fairly  quickly  as  I 
had  a  long  journey  ahead.  He  did  a  lot  of 
writing  on  a  card  and  walked  away  with¬ 
out  a  word.  Another  wait  and  another 
white  coat.  This  one  tucked  a  work-card 
under  the  wiper  and  walked  away,  al.so 
without  speaking. 

By  now  my  collar  was  beginning  to  feel 
a  bit  tight  so  I  went  on  the  prowl.  At  last 
I  found  someone  who  appeared  to  have 
authority  and  to  him  I  very  quietly  ex¬ 
plained  my  predicament.  His  reply  knocked 
me  for  six  :  They  were  waiting  for  the 
return  of  the  electrician  who  was  out  on 
test!  (I  said  it  was  a  Big  Place.) 

Fortunately  the  electrician  came  in  at 
that  moment.  He  lifted  the  bonnet,  took 
one  look  at  the  petrol  pump  and  without 
touching  it  announced  that  a  new  pump 
would  be  needed.  Al.so,  because  mine  was 
an  export  model  of  pump  the  exchange 
.scheme  did  not  operate  and  I  would  have 
to  buy  a  new  one.  When  I  casually  men¬ 
tioned  that  I  had  spent  15  years  with  the 
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firm  that  made  the  pump  he  apparently  no  demur  a  new  pump  would  have  been 


thought  again  for  he  at  once  disconnected 
the  fuel  pipe  to  the  pump — and  there  was 
the  trouble.  It  was  bunged  up  practically 
solid.  A  new  feed  pipe,  total  cost  8s.  6d., 
and  I  was  on  my  way. 

Now,  sir,  imagine  two  incidents  like  that 
in  one  day  happening  to  what  I  would  call 
the  average  motorist;  he  who  has  little  or 
no  knowledge  of  his  car’s  Innards  and  who 
is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  garage 
man.  Do  such  experiences  help  to  engender 
the  confidence  in  the  garage  trade  that  is 
so  desirable?  Or  do  they  not  rather  tend 
j  to  create  a  feeling  of  mistrust  of  all  garages? 
/I  In  the  first  Instance  the  man  was  either 
Incompetent  or  tricky.  In  the  second,  as 
I  was  only  a  pa.ssing  customer  (the  first 
question  asked  was  at  which  hotel  I  was 
staying)  they  were  not  averse  to  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  my  predicament.  If  I  had  made 


fitted,  and  charged  accordingly,  while  the 
old  one  would  have  been  reconditioned  and 
put  into  stock.  It  is  also  possible  that  the 
fuel  pipe  might  not  have  been  examined, 
in  which  case  a  few  more  miles  along  the 
road  would  have  found  me  stuck  again.

Faoinji  facts 

HE  Standing  Joint  Committee  of 
the  motoring  organisations  are 
most  warmly  to  be  commended 
for  their  proposal  for  the  launching  of 
a  Road  Loan.  This  would  be  similar 
to  the  one  recently  floated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  railways,  which  was 
heavily  over-subscribed,  and  obviously 
the  same  procedure  could  be  adopted 
for  highway  improvements. 

Here  the  committee  have  shown  a'  truly 
laudable  determination  to  face  facts.  They 
state  that  they  fully  realise  that  the  money 
required  should  be  obtainable  from  the 
proceeds  of  vehicle  taxation,  but  add  that 
they  also  appreciate  that  economic  factors 
peculiar  to  the  pre.sent  time  make  it  nece.s- 
sary  to  acknowledge  that  the  very  large 
sums  now  so  urgently  needed  cannot  be 
expected  to  be  forthcoming  from  Road  Fund 
taxation. 

This  is  a  practical  plan,  and  one  that 
may  bring  the  modernisation  of  the 
country’s  roads  nearer  than  many  of  us  had 
dared  to  hope.  It  is  likely  to  achieve  far 
more  than  the  usual  policy  of  attempting 
to  browbeat  the  Government. 

Amendment  needed 

That  the  enormous  ma.ss  of  legislation 
covering  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  is  in 
urgent  need  of  reform  we  all  know.  The 
fact  indeed  is  clear  even  to  official  minds, 
but  the  magnitude  of  the  task  is  such  that 
the  Government  may  feel  .some  hesitation 
in  embarking  upon  it.  One  step  could  be 
taken,  however,  that  should  present  no 
great  difficulty,  and  that  is  the  amendment 
of  the  present  regulations  governing  the 
issue  of  driving  licences.  Here  there  are 
some  extraordinary  anomalies,  which  cause 
great  inconvenience,  loss  of  time,  and  .some 
expense,  to  users. 

Writing  to  one  of  the  public  journals,  a 
transport  manager  draws  attention  to  the 
fact  that  although  he  holds  a  licence  to 
operate  the  heaviest  types  of  vehicle,  he 
cannot  handle  a  pedestrian-controlled  milk 
float,  unless  he  undergoes  the  driving  test. 
This  is  palpably  ridiculous,  and  an  instance 
of  the  way  in  which  bureaucratic  control 
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can  hinder  the  individual  in  carrying  on 
his  business.  The  same  paper  also  printed 
a  complaint  from  another  corre.spondent. 
who  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  man 
who  passes  the  driving  test  with  a  small 
electric  vehicle  is  then  entitled  to  handle 
a  mammoth  lorry  without  undergoing  a 
further  test! 

The  present  sy.stem  might  well  have  been 
devised  in  a  lunatic  asylum,  and  the  wonder 
is  that  the  commvmlty  has  tolerated  It  for 
so  long. 

Summer  shows’  future 

The  agricultural  show  sea.son  draws  to¬ 
wards  its  close.  Organisers  have  had  a  very 
successful  year  in  most  cases,  and  a  far 
better  one  than  they  had  expected  in  many. 
They  will  nevertheless  have  to  consider 
closely  their  plans  for  1954. 

Trade  exhibitors  feel  that  the  expense  of 
showing  has  become  excessive,  and  to  the 
point  where  the  cost  is  doubtfully  Justi¬ 
fied  from  their  point  of  view.  If  the  recent 
tendency  continues,  it  may  well  be  that 
support  for  some  of  the  shows  will  dwindle, 
to  an  extent  that  might  easily  Jeopardise 
their  future. 

This  would  not  only  be  disastrous  for 
the  agricultural  societies,  but  would  be  a 
pity  from  the  point  of  view  of  local  agents. 
To  them  the  shows  provide  an  effective 
shop  window,  but  they  quite  naturally  can¬ 
not  afford  to  make  u.se  of  it  unless  it  pays 
dividends.  The  problem  of  reducing  ex¬ 
hibitors’  expenses  may  be  no  easy  one  to 
solve,  but  it  is  quite  apparent  that  the 
societies  will  have  to  do  their  utmost  to 
tackle  it. 

Saving  dents 

The  rubber  wings  made  by  Dunlops  arc 
of  course  now  well  known.  Le.ss  so.  prob¬ 
ably,  are  the  body  panels  made  in  the  same 
material,  which  the  company  can  al.so 
supply.  They  are  now  in  use  on  a  number 
of  buses  operated  by  the  Southampton 
Corporation,  and  It  is  understood  that  the 
results  have  been  extremely  satisfactory. 

'The  saving  in  repair  costs  must  be  con¬ 
siderable  in  the  course  of  a  year,  as  public 
service  vehicles  can  only  be  expected  to  be 
Involved  in  minor  collisions  on  occasions. 
To  treat  dented  panels  is  not  a  cheap 
matter,  when  account  Is  taken  of  the  time 
when  the  vehicle  is  out  of  .service.

INSTEAD  OF  REPAIRING 
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GOVT.  SUPPORT  “SPOT  SCRUTINY”  OF  VEHICLES 


BUT  SAY  “NO”  TO  GLAMOUR  FOR  COMPULSORY  TESTS 


SEQI  EL  TO  LI  TON  CHECK 
HE  question  of  road  safety  boiled  up 
again  in  the  House  of  Commons  this 
week,  and  although  the  Government 
did  not  respond  to  pressure  from  members 
for  the  setting  up  of  compulsory  vehicle 
testing  stations,  the  Minister  of  Transport 
asserted  that  "spot  scrutiny"  jis  organised 
in  Luton,  was  one  of  the  best  ways  of 
identifying  vehicles  which  should  nut  be  on 
tile  road. 

“Whatever  the  inconvenience  caused  to 
the  trading  community,”  he  said,  “he  was 
sure  that  this  must  be  pushed  with  vigour.” 

He  was  replying  to  one  of  the  points 
raised  by  Mr.  Callaghan  (CardilT,  South- 
East),  who  had  urged  that  drastic  steps 
must  be  taken  to  reduce  road  accidents, 
and  that  one  of  the  major  problems  in 
this  respect  was  to  improve  the  roadworthi¬ 
ness  of  vehicles. 

Mr.  Callaghan,  who  opened  the  debate, 
began  by  saying  that  it  was  time  more 
money  was  spent  on  roads.  The  point  had 
been  reached  where  the  cost  of  new  roads 
was  less  than  the  loss  in  efficiency  Incurred 
by  not  building  them. 

He  urged  the  Minister  of  Transport  to 
try  to  get  more  money  from  the  Treasury 
and  a  greater  share  of  capital  resources  than 
the  “miserable  figure  of  £3  million”  which 
was  all  that  was  included  in  this  year’s 
estimates  for  new  construction. 

"BLACK  SPOTS”  FIRST 

De.scrlblng  the  Luton  plan.  Mr.  Callaghan 
said  that  20  summonses  were  issued  against 
the  owners  and  drivers  of  vehicles  fouftd 
to  be  in  an  unroadworthy  condition.  More 
than  100  vehicles  were  examined  on  two 
days  and  over  70  per  cent,  were  found  to 
be  deficient.  Most  of  the  cases  arose 
through  defects  in  the  braking  or  steering. 

“The  spot  check  is  the  one  way  of 
making  sure  that  people  did  not  allow  their 
vehicles  to  go  on  the  roads  In  an  unroad¬ 
worthy  condition,”  he  said. 


Following  his  comment  on  the  Luton 
plan,  the  Minister  said  that  about  80  per 
cent,  of  all  accidents  still  occurred  in 
built-up  areas.  It  looked  as  if  tiie  best  way 
to  act  was  nut  to  have  an  ambitious  road 
programme — wliit-h  might  be  Justified  on 
other  grounds — but  to  deal  with  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  black  spots  all  over  the  country. 
In  the  pa.st  two  years  there  had  been  grants 
of  £3,250,000,  of  which  £2,500.000  was  from 
the  Road  F^ind. 

It  had  been  necessary  to  impose  severe 
limitations  on  capital  expenditure  on 
roads,  and  it  could  nut  be  claimed  tliat  the 
yield  of  motor  taxation  should  be  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  road  exi>endit  ure.  The  decision  on 
how  much  was  to  be  spent  on  road  con¬ 
struction  was  a  matter  of  policy  and 
priorities. 

YEARLY  INSPECTION  I  ROEI) 

Mr.  Peter  Freeman  (Newport),  thought 
that  in  view  of  the  Luton  check  the  time 
had  come  for  more  drastic  action.  When  a 
licence  was  issued  to  a  motorist  he  should 
have  to  produce  a  t“ertlflcate  stating  tliat 
his  car  was  In  a  roadworthy  condition;  this 
would  mean  that  once  a  year  the  car  would 
have  to  be  examined. 

Mr.  Orbach  (Wlllesden,  East),  said  it  was 
a  shocking  state  that  we  allowed  cars,  not 
only  on  the  road,  but  to  be  sold  by  dealers, 
which  were  lacking  in  the  bare  essentials 
of  safety. 

The  compul.sory  inspection  idea  was  also 
urged  by  Mr.  Moyle  (Oldbury  and  Hale.s- 
owen)  who  said  that  a  motorist  should  be 
legally  obliged  to  have  his  car  serviced  at 
least  every  six  months,  and  that  he  should 
carry  a  certificate,  provided  by  the  garage 
engineer,  stating  that  the  vehicle  was  road¬ 
worthy. 

Miss  Burton  (Coventry.  South)  was  an¬ 
other  who  Joined  in  the  attack,  remarking 
that  men  working  in  garages  had  tdd  her 
that  many  car.^  whicli  were  sold  second-

Iiand  were  death  traps;  there  should  be  an 
inspetdion  of  setond-hand  cars  before  they 
were  sold." 

She  was  followed  by  Mr.  George  Strauss 
(Vauxhall),  who  said  that  testing  stations 
should  eventually  be  set  up  all  over  the 
e(nintry  and  every  lieensed  vehicle  should 
have  to  report  to  be  thoroughly  cheeked. 

In  his  reply,  however.  Sir  Hugh  Lucas- 
Tooth  (Under-Secretary,  Home  Office),  said 
that  evidence  on  the  question  of  (‘oiiipulsory 
evaniinatlon  of  vehicles  did  not  show  that 
a  large  nuniber  of  accidents  was  due  to 
•lefectlve  vehicles.  It  would  cost  a  great 
deal  of  money  to  set  up  compulsory  testing 
stations,  and  the  Government  did  not  see 
their  way  at  the  present  time  to  take  action. 

The  setting  up  of  such  testing  station.s 
w«uild  compete  with  other  necessiiry  lin- 
provenients  and  on  tiie  whole  they  did  not 
ap|>ear  to  be  a  priority.

“I’MtOADWORTllY"  VEIIICLES 
under  Section  8  of  the  Road  Traftic 
Act,  1934,  It  is  an  offence  to  sell  or  offer 
to  sell  a  motor  vehicle  “in  such  a  condition 
that  the  use  thereof  on  a  road  would  be 
unlawful”  by  virtue  of  regulations  made 
under  the  Road  Traffic  Act,  1930, 

/,  Attention  is  drawn  In  the  B.M.T.A.  “News 
Letter”  to  this  Section  of  the  Act  as  a 
result  of  a  recent  case  which  came  before 
the  High  court  (reported  In  “The  G,  and 
M.A.,”  page  1005,  July  11). 

This  concerned  a  dealer  who  claimed  to 
enforce  a  cheque  which  had  been  paid  for 
a  car  he  had  sold  In  an  unroadworthy  con¬ 
dition,  contrary  to  the  above  regulations. 
The  Court  hehl  that,  as  tlie  sale  was  un¬ 
lawful.  they  could  not  assist  the  dealer 
In  enforcing  psiyment  for  the  car. 

The  effect  of  this  decision  is  that.  If  a 
dealer  sells  a  car  In  an  unroadworthy  con¬ 
dition  (which  includes  such  Items  as  in¬ 
efficient  brakes,  defective  speedometer  or 
silencer  and  so  forth),  and  is  paid  by 
cheque  or  delivers  the  car  before  payment 
Is  made,  he  will  be  unable  to  claim  the 
purchase  price  If  the  customer  stops  his 
cheque  or  refuses  to  pay. 

CRIMINAL  LIABILITY 

Where  the  purchase  price  Is  paid  In  cash 
before  or  at  the  time  of  delivery,  the  ’etter 
points  out,  no  difficulty  of  the  above  nature 
arises.  The  dealer  will,  of  course.  In  any 
event  be  liable  to  a  criminal  prosecution  for 
selling  a  oar  In  a  condition  contrary  to 
Section  8  of  the  1934  Act. 

The  association  warn  dealers  that  in  the

The  speed  at  which  assembly  lines  were 
moving  in  the  nation's  car  factories  gave 
a  weekly  output  of  11,5(X)  units,  nearly  1,000 
a  week  more  than  the  previous  average  this 
year.  .Alt«»gether,  the  June  car  prod  net  iun 
figures  (a  five-week  accounting  period)  pro¬ 
vided  no  fewer  than  57,53.5  models  for 
British  motorists  and  overseas  markets. 

Truck  and  bus  output  amounting  to 
nearly  22,000  brought  the  grand  total  for 
car  and  commercial  vehicle  production  In 
June  to  more  than  79.(X)0.  despite  the 
Coronation  holiday. 

On  the  export  side,  car  shipments  In  June 
rose  to  30,077,  a  consignment  which  out¬ 
paced  the  monthly  average  till  then  by 
over  .5.000.  The  number  of  commercial 
vehicles  sent  overseas  numbered  8,576.  This 
figure  showed  little  change  on  the  rate  of 
8,725  exported  In  earlier  months. 

Details  of  the  first  six  months  export 
dealings  by  markets  reveal  that  the  U.S.A. 
and  Canada  were  the  top  car  bxiyers,  taking 
between  them  38,374  British  models.  This 
trade  alone  earned  44  million  dollars  for 
Great  Britain,  nearly  twice  the  dollar  re¬ 
ceipts  for  our  car  exports  to  North  America 
In  the  first  half  of  last  year.

In  a  written  reply,  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks, 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry, 
said  the  Minister  did  not  consider  this 
called  for  a  statement  as  he  had  announced 
the  ending  of  the  control  of  petroleum  pro¬ 
ducts  on  April  27.  He  also  pointed  out  that 
within  the  last  few  days  the  prices  of  crude 
oil  from  the  Middle  East  had  in  fact 
been  increased.

F.  C.  Adams  on  behalf  of  Reg  Smith,  of 
Chester  Road  South,  Kidderminster,  during 
the  Inquiry  into  the  latter’s  appeal  against 
Kidderminster  Town  Council’s  refusal  to 
approve  plans  for  the  conversion  of  part  of 
his  garage  into  a  cafe  and  living  accommo¬ 
dation  for  himself  and  his  wife. 

In  his  evidence,  Mr.  Smith  said  the  cafe 
would  cater  for  private  motorists  and  he 
would  take  steps  to  di.scourage  its  use  by 
heavy  transport  drivers. 

Commenting  upon  the  suggestion,  a 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
engineer,  Mr.  A.  M.  Ker,  said  :  ‘’I  think 
there  is  a  need  for  the  sort  of  service  sug¬ 
gested,  but  that  need  does  not  arise  at  this 
particular  site.”  Mr.  G.  W.  Roberts,  of  the 
County  Planning  Department,  agreed. 

.MINISTER  TO  DECIDE 

Mr.  P.  J.  Bunting,  Deputy  Town  Clerk, 
explained  that  the  Council  turned  down  the 
plans  on  the  grounds  that  they  might  cause 
congestion  on  a  trunk  road  and  would  dam¬ 
age  amenities  in  an  area  scheduled  for  resl- 
deitial  development  under  the  county 
development  plan. 

If  the  cafe  scheme  were  approved,  he 
added,  there  was  no  legislation  to  prevent 
it  being  patroal.sed  by  transport  drivers.

Result  of  apathy 

A  FRIEND  Who  lives  in  my  district 
was  in  to  see  me  the  other  day 
and  I  started  talking  to  him 
about  the  business  apathy  in  the  area 
in  which  we  live.  By  a  somewhat  un¬ 
usual  approach  I  have  succeeded  in 
galvanising  certain  Arms  into  action. 

We  discussed  one  dealer  (who  has 
lost  about  £  300  worth  of  business  from 
me  in  the  last  six  months).  You  see, 
I  blew  the  gaff  to  the  manufacturers 
concerned  about  his  apathy  and  now 
my  friend,  who  has  spent  £400  in  a 
year  with  the  same  dealer,  is  blowing 
the  gaff  about  him  to  a  maker  whose 
agency  is  valuable. 


This  sort  of  thing  is  not  new,  but 
my  friend’s  theory  is  that  the  dealer 
is  only  interested  in  selling  and  then 
the  transaction  no  longer  interests 
him.  The  people  in  the  motor  industry 
who  used  to  do  that  have  long  since 
passed  on,  having  learnt  their  lesson. 
No  wonder  manufacturers  put  their 
foot  down  hard!  Though  I  criticised 
their  rough  stuff  recently  I  am  the 
first  to  agree  that,  in  order  to  protect 
their  goodwill,  they  must  take  action 
at  times.  The  weak  link  in  the  chain 
is  the  user  who  seldom  puts  up  a  clear- 
cut,  logical  complaint. 

For  contrast,  take  the  manager  of  a 
multiple  tailor’s  shop  (where  he  has 
been  for  27  years  buiding  up  a  connec¬ 
tion),  I  ordered  a  suit  from  another 
branch  but  he  is  ready  to  give  up  his 
afternoon  off  to  come  and  see  I  get 
my  suit  and  that  all  is  well.  Part  of 
his  own  personal  service.  As  I  said 
to  him  “You  are  one  of  those  who  go 
the  other  quarter  of  an  inch.’’  He 
replied  “Yes,  and  it  has  always  paid 
me.  even  in  bad  times,”  I  believe  him 
and  am  likely  to  return  to  his  shop. 

War  still  on 

The  war  is  over,  gentlemen,  but  not 
the  one  between  (a)  the  Infuriated 
customer  who  gets  no  attention  or  is 
deliberately  cheated  and  (b)  the  dealer 
who  has  no  imagination  or  genuine 
desire  to  be  of  assistance.  That  war 
goes  on  as  it  always  has  done,  and 
bankruptcy  court  seats  will  be  kept 
quite  clean  by  the  pants  of  those  who 
go  in  for  their  public  examination. 
But  why  go? 

Energy  and  apathy  may  sound  alike, 
but  there’s  a  world  of  difference  be¬
